Morgado spoke to a group about his experiences working 
at the Rubber Ducky factory in Mattapoisett. Several 
things were discussed and Katherine Mclntyre brought 
one of the original Rubber Ducky s for the crowd to see. 
George Henshaw was also present and spoke of his 
memories of working at the factory George's father built 
the factory at 34 Barstow Street. Katherine's sister told the 
group that both David and John Hagen (the founders) 
were MIT graduates and they convinced their landlord to 
let them start building the toys in the garage of a home on 
Hammond Street sometime in the 1950s. The toys became 
so successful that they decided to build the factory in 
1955. 

Richard Morgado said it was one of the worst jobs 
he has ever had and one of the best. He said it was 
brutally hot in the summer working with the ovens and 
wearing heavy protective clothing. He said that he 
learned some of life's most important lessons, however, 
including teamwork, respect, companionship, and loyalty.

squabble between the Reverend Ruggles of the First 
Parish and Noah Sprague, Esquire. A Charter was granted 
in 1747. In 1753 the Reverend Thomas West became its 
first minister, serving until 1781 in a small building next 
to the Old Parish Cemetery on Braley Hill Road a second 
building was erected in 1791 located where the present 
building is. The third and present meetinhouse was built 
in 1841. 

Well-known local architect, Solomon K. Eaton, 
designed this Greek Revival style church. It cost $2,000. 
The inside with original pews and raised platform is 
much as it was when built. The building was moved 
about 15 feet in 1993 onto a new foundation allowing for a 
basement meeting room with a kitchen.

repair and the students at Old Colony Regional Vocational 
School made an exact replica, which was installed earlier 
this year. 

• The Thomas Swift Home - Thomas Swift built 
this two-story Georgian style Colonial house about 1730. 
It remained in the family until 1832, when it became home 
to members of the Bennett family, who lived there until 
the early 1900s. The house was completely restores in the 
late 1970s. A well found under the kitchen during the 
restoration has been incorporated into the newly designed 
kitchen. Out buildings and landscaping have added to the 
appearance of the beautiful 18th century home. 

• The Bernier Home - In contrast to the older 
homes on the tour, this lovely custom cape style home 
was built in 2002. It features an open floor plan and many 
customized features including a unique kitchen, wood 
ceilings and floors and finished woodwork. The cupola is 
a trademark of the builder. "The Rock'' in the front yard 
blends perfectly with the landscaping. 

• The Tisdale Winslow Home - This one-story 
Federal Cape style house was constructed by Tisdale 
Winslow on land purchased from his father, Edward 
Winslow III in 1784. He soon sold the home and built a 
second home nearby, which later burned taking the lives 
of four or his five children. Several mill owners, who in 
turn ran mills on the nearby river, subsequently owned 
this house. 

• The First Congregational Church - The First 
Congregational Church recently celebrated its 300th

anniversary. The congregation originally met at 
"Minister's Rock'' in Marion in 1638. In 1699 a meeting- 
house was built in this area. This building, the Parish's 
Fourth, is an excellent example of the Gothic Revival style 
of architecture. As with others in the area this building, in 
the style of Christopher Wren, was designed and built by 
Solomon K. Eaton at a cost of $5,000. The building was 
dedicated in 1837. The main structure, except for the rear 
door remains the same as originally built. The impressive 
Tracker organ in the gallery was purchased in 1866 and 
the bell bought 1850 by the Ladies Sewing Circle. 

• Captain John Dexter Home - Captain John G. 
Dexter, a whaling captain, built this one-story Gothic 
Revival house when he retired from the sea to become a

farmer in 1860. He remained in the home until at least 
1919. Over the years, some alternations have been made 
but many original elements remain. Inside, a handsome 
staircase with decoratively carved posts and distinctive 
newel post can be seen as well as the etched glass from 
the Pairpoint Glass Factory of New Bedford. 

• The Parsonage - Another example of a beauti- 
fully restored Georgian Colonial this home was built in 
1828 by the First Church to house Reverend Bigelow. 
Until this time Reverend Bigelow had commuted from 
Hingham (50 miles) to conduct services. He remained 
until 1849 and was a major force behind the present 
church building. The home remained church property 
until the present owners bought the property in 1987 and 
began the restoration. 

• The Barns of Eastover Farm - The Leonard 
family purchased this property in the early 1800s. A son, 
Charles H., in the 1850s turned the property into a show- 
place. Stone walls surrounding the estate were built at a 
cost of $60,000. The homes date from 1770 to 1853. One 
barn dates back to 1756 and is original to the site. Another 
barn dates to the 1770s. The new five-stall barn across the 
street among the horse paddocks will also be open for 
inspection. The owners are understandably proud of the 
state of the art post and beam timber framed structure. 
With all the latest technology — automatic watering, fly 
system, alarms, and more — hidden from view so that a 
visitor only sees the lovely barn created to blend perfectly 
with the much older buildings on the property.

• The East Rochester Church / Rochester His- 
torical Society Museum - Built in 1857 as a Methodist 
Church, in 1880, it became a Congregational Church. The 
Reverend J. Madison Mayall was a driving force behind 
the construction of the church. It is an example of the 
Greek Revival style. George Pierce, Esq., paid for the 
building, which was built by local workmen. In 2002, 
suffering from a lack of members the building was given 
to the Historical Society for use as a meeting place and 
museum. Newly-painted walls and metal ceiling (dating 
from 1911), the organ and pulpit furniture both purchased 
in 1892 make for a lovely interior setting which the 
Historical Society plans to maintain and preserve.

NEW CAT CARE 

I have acquired a third cat and am wondering what 
veterinary care he needs? 

The first thing is to take the cat to your 
veterinarian and have him tested for Feline 
Leukemia Virus and Feline AIDS. If he tests 
positive for either of these viruses you will have 
to decide whether you want to risk exposure of 
your other 2 cats. If you decide to keep a 
leukemia or feline AIDS positive cat, he should 
be kept indoors so he doesn't interact with your 
neighbor's cats. All cats should be vaccinated for 
Rabies and Distemper as well as for upper 
respiratory viral infections.

program helps Marion meet the needs of its current 
residents. But there are several other initiatives ''in the 
works'' which will increase housing for seniors, town 
employees and first-time Marion home buyers. 

Over the past two years, Marion residents have 
voted in favor of several Housing Committee warrant 
articles. "The support from the people of Marion is 
critical" said Chairman Stu Richardson. "It has allowed us 
to develop the comprehensive Marion Affordable Hous- 
ing Plan which has been approved by the Board of 
Selectmen." 

At the upcoming October Town Meeting, resi- 
dents will be asked to vote in favor of establishing an 
Affordable Housing Trust Fund, which is part of that 
plan. This fund has no cost implications to the taxpayer. It 
is, however, a crucial next step. In fact, many communities 
across the Commonwealth have an Affordable Housing 
Trust Fund. Establishing one requires approval of the 
Legislature, but this should not be difficult since a hous- 
ing trust fund is now fairly standard. 

Marion's Affordable Housing Trust Fund will be a 
non-profit, 501 C-3 organization with a three- to five- 
member volunteer board which will be appointed by and 
will report to the Selectmen. This fund will have control 
over the monies that will be used for all future Marion 
affordable housing projects such as The Marion Homes 
Program. The fund will be responsible for acquiring, 
holding and disposing of property and for developing 
new or rehabilitating existing dwelling units as required.

Marion to set up its Affordable Housing Trust Fund and 
insure that Marion stays on track with its plans to meet 
the State's 40B Subsidized Housing Inventory (SHI) 
mandate of 10 percent/' said Mr. Richardson. "We have to 
add affordable housing units at the rate of .75 percent of 
the total housing stock each year until we reach the 10 
percent level. The plan is now in place to ensure that 
Marion will reach its target of 220 affordable housing 
units by 2008.

BBP Grants Awarded 

The Town of Fairhaven received a grant for 
$15,000 to purchase oil spill remediation materials and 
equipment. The town will act as a central purchasing 
agent to obtain equipment for itself and for oil spill 
coordinators in other participating Buzzards Bay munici- 
palities including Westport, Dartmouth, New Bedford, 
Mattapoisett, Marion, Wareham, Bourne, and Falmouth. 
Later in the Fall, the Buzzards Bay Project (BBP) will fund 
oil spill response training for municipal oil spill coordina- 
tors. The Buzzards Bay Project is also providing $5,000 to 
Massachusetts Maritime academy to provide additional 
training to municiapl oil spill responders. 

The Town of Marion received a grant for $20,000 
for a Low Impact Development (LID) stormwater 
remediation project. The town will install four bio-filters, 
and the necessary drainage and pretreatment structures to 
treat the first flush of pollutants from the Marion Village 
five-acre watershed prior to discharging it into Sippican 
Harbor. The existing storm water discharges adversely 
impacts shellfish beds and a public swimming area.

What requirements should I be aware of when 
considering installing a woodburning appliance?

Taxi, Starring Queen Latifah and Jimmy Fallon. 
Directed by Tim Story. Running time: 100 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Bringing Down the House notwithstanding. Queen Latifah is 
usually fun to watch. Fun-loving but no-nonsense, she has a way 
of seeming like the sanest presence onscreen — she's up there 
reacting to the movie along with us. She drifts through Taxi more 
or less unscathed, rubbing her familiar persona up against that of 
Jimmy Fallon, who specializes, here as on Saturday Night Live, in 
boyish naivete. As the inept New York detective Washburn, who 
can't drive a car without disaster, Fallon manages some mild 
amusement — I enjoyed the way he handles what's left of his 
badge after someone has taken a blowtorch to it. He and Latifah 
fall into a predictable dynamic — he does something stupid, she 
rolls her eyes and delivers some variation on ''Crazy-ass white 
people." 

Latifah's character — Belle, a cabbie with a cartoonishly 
souped-up car — at one point diagnoses Washburn's problem: 
"You try too hard." The same can't be said of Taxi, a laid-back, 
inoffensive time-waster that doesn't even try to make Gisele 
Biindchen look like a guy. Biindchen, the Brazilian supermodel, 
plays Vanessa, a Brazilian supermodel type who leads three other 
lookers on various bank robberies, disguising herself with a 
mustache. At least the first Charlie's Angels came up with some 
unnervingly male make-up for Cameron Diaz and Drew 
Barrymore in their crossdressing scene, but never mind. The 
movie has a touching faith in mustaches as an all-purpose dis- 
guise; Washburn also wears one when going undier cover as a 
Cuban thief. Surprisingly, Queen Latifah doesn't get one. 

Taxi is a remake or a French action-comedy smash hit (it has 
spawned two sequels) written by Luc Besson {The Professional), 
who gets a producing credit here. Fans of the original have cried 
"Sacrilege!", as if this were a remake of Last Year at Marienbad 
starring Adam Sandler and Missy Elliott, but I daresay the French 
film is too high-concept to be considered violable by Hollywood. 
(Hell, I preferred the American remake Point of No Return to 
Besson's own La Femme Nikita.) As directed by Tim Story (cur- 
rently bringing Fantastic Four to life), this Taxi is fast and amiable 




idiocy, never stopping long enough for us to dwell on such 
questions as how Jennifer Esposito could possibly be a New York 
City police lieutenant or how Ann-Margret, as Washburn's mom, 
stays upright after her fourth or fifth margarita. 

One thing struck me as odd: Despite what you've seen in the 
trailers — Queen Latifah blowing a kiss at Gisele Biindchen and 
delivering an impressed "Damn!" when the supermodel thieves 
disrobe — her character is steadfastly hetero, with a neglected 
boyfriend (Henry Simmons) who shuffles around the movie's 
margins waiting for her to show up. Why would the trailer set 
Belle up as a lesbian when nothing could be further from the 
movie's reality? (In the movie, her "Damn!" is in response to the 
villains' speedy work behind the wheel.) In any event, admirers 
of Sapphic subtexts won't totally be let down, as there's a gratu- 
itous scene where Biindchen frisks Esposito while a bunch of 
cops' jaws hit the pavement. 

Taxi is a standard buddy movie right down to the floor, in 
which the two temperamentally opposed protagonists learn to 
respect each other grudgingly, though without the romantic/ 
sexual tension you might expect of a male /female team-up. It's a 
summer movie unaccountably marooned in October, when we're 
supposed to start getting more adult fare. If you want a more 
substantive film concerning four female robbers and starring 
Queen Latifah, now's the time for me to point you towards 1996's 
Set It Off, if you want a funnier film involving a "Weekend 
Update" anchor, go rent Tina Fey's Mean Girls; if you want this 
same material probably done with more panache, you could do 
worse than the original French Taxi, if your DVD player can 
handle discs from other countries. Failing all that, you can always 
rent this Taxi when it turns up in video stores in a few months.

It always happens in threes: Janet Leigh, then Rodney 
Dangerf ield, and then, on Monday morning, we all woke 
up to the unhappy news that Christopher Reeve had 
died, at 52, of heart failure. It wasn't supposed to happen 
that way, of course. He was supposed to live longer, and 
walk again, and give his story the happy ending we all 
wished for him. But as it turned out, despite Reeve's 
superhuman efforts, he was still just a man. A man who 
will be missed by a lot of people, particularly those of us 
who grew up on his Superman movies. 

These days, when people have fantasy-cast everyone 
from Nicolas Cage to Ashton Kutcher as the new Superman 
(if the new Superman movie ever happens), it's 
inconceivable that Warner Brothers, back there in 1978, 
handed the role of arguably their most famous character 
to a relative no-name actor. Reeve had done some TV 
(including two years on the soap opera Love of Life) and 
one movie {Gray Lady Down) before being tapped to wear 
the red cape. Why him over more famous stars? Because 
he was the best actor for the role. Yes, he looked the part, and 
yes, he remained identified with Superman for the rest of 
his life. But Reeve walked a very fine line between comedy 
and drama, especially in the first movie, veering from 
goofball humor (who can forget his reaction to the pay 
phone that wasn't a phone booth?) to tragedy (when Lois 
Lane died on him, compelling him to spin the world backward 
to bring her back). 

Superman wasn't the only shot in Reeve's arsenal. 
Many viewers remember his 1980 romance Somewhere in 
Time fondly, and he stretched considerably in films like 
Deathtrap (1982), Street Smart (1985), and The Remains of the 
Day (1992). He headlined John Carpenter's 1995 Village of 
the Damned, released about a month before he was 
paralyzed. His final major role was in the 1998 TV remake 
of Rear Window, some Hitchcock fans complained, but it 
was gutsy of Reeve to take the role and have a good part 
of the suspense revolve around his character's 
vulnerability, which mirrored his own. 

In real life, though. Reeve worked tirelessly to gain 
ground in research efforts to repair people like him. He 
did it modestly, brushing off the inevitable Superman 
comparisons (when he made his first post-accident 
appearance at the Oscars, he deep-sixed the orchestra's 
plan to play the John Williams Superman theme). Some 
disability organizations objected to his emphasis on 
"fixing" spinal injuries, preferring that he focus as well on 




ways for people to live with their disabilities. To me, such 
objections are churlish and defeatist — would they have 
been happier if Reeve had just shut up and become a 
recluse? — but what do I know? Reeve was also a supporter 
of stem-cell research, which got him attention on a rather 
mean-spirited episode of South Park, and which earned 
him some backlash from fundamentalist f lat-earthers who 
apparently believe it's God's will that nobody benefit 
from scientific advancement (if these idiots had been in 
charge way back when, we'd still be dying of polio). 

Away from the politics and the fame. Reeve was a 
devoted family man and an eternal optimist who said 
more than once that he was never disabled in his dreams. 
By now, you have probably been subjected to image after 
image of Reeve walking through the pearly gates, or 
flying once again as Superman. These images are 
sentimental but also have a grain of truth: For whatever 
reason — maybe there was none — his body didn't work 
well in the last years of his life. But his spirit worked just 
fine, and that's the part that left us on Monday. He slipped 
his physical shackles and moved on. I say we keep some 
of his spirit with us by remembering who he was, not only 
in his physical prime on the screen but in his spiritual 
prime these last few years.
